ISOTHERMS. 

A Few Karts About Isothermic Map, 
Thai Are llurrly I.earned 

at School. 

Here are some definition* of ino- 
therms that appear in Ameriein text 
kooks -if geography. 

“Those lines which nre draws 
through place* witli ail equal average 
uf temperature ure called isotherm*. 

"Isotherms ure line* connecting 
ptnci'* having the smite mean tempera¬ 
ture fur particular pi-ri'iils. us the 
whole uf tiie year, the winter ur sum 
mer iiioitthn. etc. 

"If upon a mup all place* having thr 
si.tue mean leuipi'r.itlire ire connected 
by lines, ninth lines are cal! .! L ithcr- 
n.ill line* or simple isotherm* " 

These definition* are part -if thr 
truth, but i.iit the whole of it. It may 
o« a great calamity, but the fact i*tinH 
most Imm s anil girls leave achti.il with 
.i uiisi'oueept jolt u* to wli.it an isotherm 
is, and they rarely find out in later 
v ears. 

They all know that two elements, 
latitude and ultilude. arc the main ele¬ 
ments in determining the mean temper 
u t it re of a place; that the further r 
place is from the equator and the 
higher it siiintl* above sea level the 
1 cooler the climate i>. But they do not 
know that isothermic maps take into 
account only one uf these element* 
and that is latitude. They eliminate 
the influence of altitude. The Isotherm 
passing fiver the top of I’ike'* I'eak 
dues not show the mean tent pc rat lire at 
the summit of the mountain, but what 
the mt tn temperature would be ft that 
i(limit!i.tle neighborhood if (lie land 
Instead of rising above the *e.l, -timid ut 
I he lev e| of ( oney island. 

Do y<*u see the reason for this? It 
may lie easily explained. Most . f the 
Int'il does nut rise so high It 1 ' ve ill* 
si a that tin- temperature i* gre.t'ly af¬ 
fected by altitude. To the majority of 
mankind, latitude i- a Tar more impor¬ 
tant climatic eli-mi-tit than altitude. 
Now the effect* mi temperature of 
both latitude and altitude cannot well 
be shown on one map; and isothermic 
maps were devised to show thr effects 
of lilt it title anil some other elements, 
Mich ns position m ar the sea or in the 
far interior. 

An isothermic line, therefore does 
not show thi actual menu temperature 
of a place on it unless that pliiee i* at 
sea level, lint it i* easy to deduce from 
the isotherm the actual mean tempera¬ 
ture of n place if we know it* elevation 
above the sea. How this I* done U very 
clearly explained by Dr. II. li. Mill, the 
British geographer, as follow*: 

“The air grows cooler by I digree 
Fahrenheit for every ?•’»<* feet of eleva¬ 
tion above sea level, but i*otbermlo 
lines show the sen level temperature. 
In using isothermic maps we inus* 
therefore remember that place* «W<> 
feet above the sea level have a temper¬ 
ature 2 degrees lower than the i*°* 
therms indicate; places fl.OOO feet above 
the sen. 22 degrees lower; those 
feet above the sea. 45 degrees lower, 
und the mountain slopes 1 fl.o(M feet 
above the sea no let* than tlti degree* 
lower than the sen level leiiiperatar* 
shown by the isotherms. ThisneeountA 
for the fact that none of the important 
towns in the temperate zones :s *i»u- 
nteil more than 2.000 feet above the sea. 
while in the tropics they are built ** 
great elevation* it* 8,000 or 10 ,«x»i feet." 

Weather rharts are nil exception to 
this rule. They record the actual ther- 
mom el rlcal reading* at the points of 
observation.— X. A'. Sun. 1
